Nev- 
ertheless it is a fact that the 
Eighteenth Amendment is the law 
of the land and no one suggests, 
least of all, the Legislature of this 
State or myself, that it should be 
violated. 
The Mullan-Gage Law. 

In 1921 there was enacted in 
this State what has come ‘to be 
known as the Mullan-Gaze law. 
It put into the penal statutes sub- 
stantially all of the provisions of 
the Volstead Act but accompanied 
them by even more rigorous pro- 
and seizure; 

I make no criticism of this ac- 
tion on the part of the Legisla- 
ture, but I am entirely unwilling 
to admit the contention that there 
was put upon the State either by 
the eighteenth amendment, the 
Volstead act or the United States 
Supreme Court decision any obli- 
gation to pass any law adopting 
into the State law the provisions 
of the Volstead act, Learned jur- 
ists who have given the best years 
of their lives to judicial service in 
this State have so advised me. 

Leading members of the bar of 
other states concur fully in this 
belief. Advising the electorate of 
State of Massachusetts, 
Attorney-General of 
as well as many 
distinguished lawyers, said: 
“The eighteenth amendment 
gives Congress and to each of the 
48 states the concurrent right to 
enforce the amendment. This is 
not a command but an option. It 
does not create a duty.” 

I have read thousands of letters 
and I have listened to the fullest 
discussion and no one has pointed 
out to me the provision of the 
statutes or any decision of the 
tinited States Supreme Court 
Which imposes upon our State any 
constitutional duty to maintain a 
State enforcement act, and I am 
satisfied that as a matter of law 
this contention does not admit of 
doubt. 

Three Classes of People. 

I am dealing with three classes 
of people, the radical drys, the 
radical wets and those who hold 
moderate views on this subject. 
The drys seem to see a moral duty 
on the part of the State to main- 
tain an enforcement act. They are 
undoubtedly led to this conclusion 
by their own frame of mind, be- 
cause they do not suggest that the 
State maintain an act merely en- 
forcing the eighteenth amendment 
in accordance with the wishes of 
the majority of the people of the 
State, but they insist that there be 
a State enforcement act exactly 
paralleling the Volstead act. 

Congress ma@é its determination 
as to what constituted an Iintoxi- 
cant. This State decidedly dig- 
agreed with that determination. 
After all is said and done, what- 
ever may be the interpretation of

charge of that duty in the fullest 
measure by every peace officer in 
the State. The only difference aft- 
er repeal is that today the police 
officer may take the offender for 
prosecution to the State court, to 
the Federal court or to both. Aft- 
er the repeal of the Mullan-Gage 
law the prosecution must be where 
it belongs—in the Federal court. 

In law and in fact there is no 
more lawlessness in repealing the 


Mullan-Gage law than there is in ; 


the failure of the State to pass# 
statutes making it a State crime 
to violate any other Federal penal 
statute. 

Let it be understood at once and 
for all that this repeal does not in 
the slightest degree lessen the ob- 
ligation of peace officers of the 
State to enforce in its strictest let- 
ter the Volstead act and warning 
to that effect is herein contained 
as coming from the chief executive 
of the State of New York. 

At this point, with all the ear- 
nestness that I am able to bring 
to my command, let me assure the 
thousands of people who wrote to 
me on this subject, and the citizens 
of the State generally, that the 
repeal of the Mullan-Gage law will 
not and cannot by any possible 
stretch of the imagination bring 
back into existence the saloon 
which is and ought to be a defunct 
institution in this country, and any 
attempt at its re-establishment by 
a misconstruction of the executive 
attitude on this bill will be force- 
fully and vigorously suppressei. 

What Repeal Will Do. 

Let me now say what the repeal 
of the Mullan-Gage law will do. 

Its repeal will do away entirely 
with the possibility of double 
jeopardy for violation of the laws 
enforcing the eighteenth amend- 
ment. By that we mean that no 
citizen shall be twice punished for 
the one offense. Under the United 
States Supreme Court decision in 
the Lanza case, a citizen is today 
subjected to double trial and ‘even 
to double punishment for a single 
offense because such alleged of- 
fense is a violation of both the 
State and the Federal law. This is 
an unwarranted and indefensible 
exception to the fundamental con- 
stitutional guarantee contained in 
both the Federal and State Consti- 
tutions that no person’ shall be 
twice tried or punished for the 
same offense. 

The repeal of the Mullan-Gage 
law will put the State in harmony 
with the recent decision by United 
States Judge Knox declaring a por- 
tion of the Volstead act to be in 
contravention of the eighteenth 
amendment. By that decision 
the United States District Court in 
New York had laid down the prin- 
ciple that the prohibition con- 
tained in the eighteenth amend- 
ment does not apply to the neces- 
sary and proper proportion of al- 
eoholic liquors for medicinal pur- 
poses and that the Federal Gov- 
ernment gains no power under the 
Volstead act except to prohibit 
traffic in alcoholic liquors for bev- 
erage purposes as distinct from 
medicinal purposes. Provision of 
the Mullan-Gage law if left in 
force would still maintain in this 
State the limitations contained in 
the Volstead act which the great 
body of the medical profession in 
our State seems practically unani- 
mous in denouncing as an inter- 
ference with the necessary re- 
quirements of their profession. 


Federal Prosecutions. 


The repeal of the Mullan-Gage 
law will mean that violations of 
the Volstead Act will hereafter he 
prosecuted in the Federal courts. 
This to my mind geems to be de- 
sirable, as it will fix in the minds 
of offenders the thought that they 
have violated a Federal statute in- 
tended to effectuate an ameni- 
ment to the Constitution of the 
United States, rather than have 
them harbor the thought that they 
are simply standing against what 
@ great many of them may be led 
to believe is merely a local regu- 
lation. 

The burden imposed on the 
State to prosecute traffickers in li- 
quor as violators of a State sta- 
tute is a wasteful and futile one 
because of the refusal of grand 
juries to indict and of petit juries 
to convict.

Recently, the President of the 
United States in reply to a letter 
from a citizen of this State who 
had suggested to the President 
that the repeal of this act bore the 
color of treason, said, without dis- 
claiming this particular sugges- 
tion, ‘With much that you say I 
am fully in accord.” 

I yield to no man in thige coun- 
try when it comes to respect for 
the utterances of the chief execu- 
tive of the United States, but it is 
impossible for me to be unmindful 
‘of the fact that I am the chief 
executive of a sovereign state, and 
Iam _ entirely in accord with a 
statement put forth in the course 
of this discussion and signed by 
former Judges Willard Bartlett, 
Almet f. Jenks, E. Henry Lacombe 
and Mr. Austen G. Fox, which 
dealt with the letter of.the Presi- 
dent and which, in part, said: 

“It would be a calamity to let 
such fundamental misconceptions 
of the relations between the states 
and the Federal Government a8 
seem to be suggested by portions 
of the President's letter to pass 
unchallenged.” 

The children in our public 
schools have been taught to  be- 
lieve that our Government rests 
upon the foundation that the 
states are sovereign with respect 
to all powers not expressly dele- 
gated by them- to the Federal 
Government, and that, while the 
laws of Congress are paramount 
within the delegated power, ‘the 
states are sovereign within the re- 
served power.

The practical side of this ques- 
tion, to my way of thinking, indi- 
cates that little if any of the liquor 
consumed in this State is manufac- 
tured here.

The Federal 
Government is the one agency that 
can attack the base of supply. It 
is infinitely easier to stop the 
smuggling in of 5600 cases of linhuor 
before bulk is broken than to trace 
the same 500 after they find their 
way into different parts of the 
State in small quantities. 

The division of responsibility for 
primary execution of the enforce- 
ment law may in part explain the 
failure of Federal enforcement of- 
ficials to stop the smuggling of 
liquor in- bulk into this State, 
which has certainly raised a seri- 
cus question as to the efficiency 
and in some cases the earnestness 
of Federa! enforcement agencies. 

Whenever the ultimate responsi- 
bility is divided, there is a tenden- 
cy for each authority or agency 
upon whom it rests to rely upon 
the other. The State, in the nature 
of things, cannot guard-her fron- 
tiers of land and water against 
this smuggling as well as the Fed- 
eral authorities should be able to 
do it. If we place squarely upon 
the Federal authorities the pri- 
mary duty and obligation to put an 
end to the enormous smugeling of 
liquor from foreign countries into 
this State, it will be where it right- 
fully belongs and we will have tak- 
en a long step forward to the re- 
establishment of respect for and 
enforcement of law.

This does not mean that 
a State has any right or power to 
enact any law that in any way 
infringes upon a Constitutional 
act of Congress, but it does mean 
that the Federal Government has 
no right to impose upon the State 
any obligation to pass any statuce 
affirmatively embodying any Fed- 
eral statute. 


“Marked by Hypocrisy.” 


The whole treatment of this 
question, and I speak only from 
history, has been marked by hy- 
pocrisy. There should be no such 
thing as carrying water on both 
shoulders. What the country is 
looking for today, if I read the 
signs of the times aright, is a con- 
structive, forward-looking sugges- 
tion that disregards entirely the 
fanatical wets and the fanatical 
drys. 

I yield to no man in my rever- 
ence and respect for the Constitu- 
tion of the United States and I 
advocate nothing which will in- 
fringe upon the provisions of she 
eighteenth amendment, . -_ 
nevertheless, a fact that the defi- 
nition of an intoxicating beverage 
contained in the Volstead Act is 
not an honest or a common sense 
one. It is impossible to divorce 
from the public mind the impres- 
sion that the definition of an in- 
toxicating beverage as containing 
not more than one-half of one per 
cent of alcohol was written by the 
fanatical drys in defiance of tne 
general experience of mankind 
and of actual fact. 


It seems to me that common 
sense, backed up by good medical 
opinion, can find a mor? scientific 
definition of what constitutes an 
intoxicating beverage. Such a def- 
inition should be adopted by Con- 
gress as a proper and reagonable 
amendment of the Volstead act 
and a maximum alcoholic content 
should be prescribed by Congress 
which would limit all states to the 
traffic in liquors which are in 
fact nonintoxicating within the 
meaning of the eighteenth amend- 
ment. 


Subject to that limitation each 
State should thereafter be left free 
to determine for itself what should 
consitute an intoxicating beverage. 
States which then wished to limit 
traffic to beverages containing not 
more than one half of one per cent 
of alcohol would be free to do so 
and those which desired to extend 
the traffic to the maximum limi- 
tation allowed by Federal Statute 
would be equally free to do so. 
There could be, within the limita- 
tions of the maximum, many dlif- 
ferences of degree, extending even 
prohibition hy 
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enforcing the Bighteenth Amend- 
ment should be upon the Federal 
authorities, and because I believe 
finally and most of all that the 
preservation of American democ- 
racy requires the maintenance of 
that balance between State and 
nation which is guaranteed by the 
Constitution of the United States, 
that the reassertion of that 
prfnciple is today of vital conse-

Smith Paves Way for 
Prohibition to Become — 
Presidential Issue 


—— 


National Political Situation Completely Upset 
and States’ Rights Again Brought to the Front 
by Action of New York Governor. 


By DAVID LAWRENCE. 
(Copyright, 1923.) 
WASHINGTON, June 2.—Gov. Al 


Smith of New York has completély 
upset the national political situation 
not only with respect to the choice of 
presidential candidates for 1924, but 
the making of the two national party 
platforms. 

Going back to the historic doctrine 
of State’s rights which the Demo- 
cratic party has held so dear for a 
csntury, but which was temporarily 
obliterated by the necessities of the 
World War, the Governor of the 


State of New York has issued an ap- 
peal to the people of America to 
preserve the sovereignty of the states 
of the Union as guaranteed them by 
the Constitution. é' 

States’ rights is a fundamental Iis- 
Sue in the South, the stronghold of 
Democracy. When tied up to the 
prohibition question it becomes a live 
issue in the North and East. Gov. 
Smith did not embrace the extreme 
wet side of the controversy, nor did 
he recede one step from the obliga- 
tion of the citizenry of the nation to 
cbey the laws of the Federal Gov- 
ernment. But he did present a con- 
ttructive program whereby each 
State can regulate the liquor ques- 
tion according to the wishes of its 
own people. Home rule, local regu- 
lation, states’ rights—all these slo- 
gans will be heard from in the next

Smith a Catholic. 


Al Smith’s own chances for the 
nomination are complicated by his 
religion. Traditionally the politicians 
have always maintained that a Cath- 
olic could not b@ nominated oy 
either party because he would not 
have a chance of election. The 
theory has never been tested out, but 
many similar conjectures have gone 
by the boards. One was that a South- 
erner would never be nominated for 
the presidency after the Civil War. 
It took many years, but Woodrow 
Wilson, a native of Virginia, finally 
was nominated and elected, thus 
breaking that tradition. Another ar- 
gument of the politicians was that @ 
Catholic didn’t have a chance to bhe- 
come Governor in a populous state. 
But Al Smith has shattered that 
theory. And so have prominent 
Catholics in other states. 

When it gets down to brass tacks 
in the Democratic convention, theré- 
fore, the likelihood is that Al Smith's 
stock will be weighed on an entirely 
different basis. It will be first, 
whether he can carry enough states 
to win, whether his stand on prohi- 
bition will be an asset or a Hability, 
and whether men like William Gibbs 
McAdoo, James M. Cox, Senator 
Ralston of Indiana or John W. Davis 
of New York, can approach the elec- 
torate from another angle and win.

PLAYING THE GAME OF BUSINESS. 


Something considerably more rare than a day in June—using 
the word rare as meaning perfect—is the business man who never 
makes a mistake. June always has 30 days, most of which are 
rare in the poetic sense if the mercury behaves properly; but of 
any 30 business men picked at random, how many exemplars of 
If your answer be ‘‘ Very few,’’ or even 
‘None,’’ that is no indictment against business men, nor against 
the popular and necessary game of business. Business, like every- 
thing else under the sun, is in an evolutionary process—climbirg 
from low to high; and it cannot be denied that in recent years, 
despite the croakings of those who see only evil in our system of 
commerce, that business, ethically. speaking, has been traveling on 
the upgrade.

There is in St. Louis, as elsewhere, an organized movement to 
put business upon a firmer footing of ethics than it has known in 
the past. This is one of the most healthful symptoms in the diag- 
nosis of general human conditions. It is heartening, to the plain, 
common, ordinary, average person as well es to the so-called cap- 
tain of industry. The square deal all around helps all around. 
Along this line a prominent authority on business conditions made 
an utterance well worth the attention of everybody: 


‘Business is as much a game as golf, baseball or football. To 
win, to earn and enjoy the fruits of victory, you must play fair. 
A cup or medal is not the real prize the victor receives; the real 
prize, the real reward, is the satisfaction derived from superior, 
worthy achievement. Wealth is not the real prize of life; it is 
only a trophy, a symbol, and may carry with it no satisfaction; 
indeed, it does not earry with it genuine, lasting satisfaction un- 
less it has been won fairly, honestly, honorably. To win out, you 
must play the game every time.”’ 


The late Elbert Hubbard, who wrote and said many splendid 
things, is remembered as the author of one slogan which quite 
probably, when he went down with the torpedoed Lusitania, he 
would have been glad to recall: ‘‘Be kind—but get the money.”’ 
That was the slogan tttered by Hubbard in a moment when le 
was more of a humorist than a philosopher. The first part of his 
slogan is undeniably all right, but the second part stultifies the: 
first. If the entire commercial world were to adopt that advice, 
human society would be in the grip of a super-government of 
smiling hypocrisy and cunning cupidity far more perilous to lib- 
erty and the pursuit of happiness than any of the imaginary super- 
governments which have agitated politics in recent years. 


Not necessarily bigger business, but better business, is the ideal 
toward which the common sense of mankind today is striving. And 
by better business is meant the playing of a fair and square game, 
according to the rules, rather than the taking of undue advantage 
of the other fellow, be he a competitor in your own line or a client 
or customer. 


Morally, there is no difference between the man who cheats at 
a game of poker and the man who cheats ai the game of business. 
Unhappily, however, the commercial crook is reganded with much 
less contempt than the card crook. This is because business still 
is in the earlier stages of the evolutionary process. Perfection 1s 
a long way off, and always will be; though by gradual] degrees 
the commercial world is going forward toward that shining béa- 
con. Because of fairly recent movements toward a higher ideal, 
business men are coming to a general agreement on the proposi- 
tion that it is better all around to play fair than to hog the game. 
And this is due not altogether to sentiment, to.moral sense, but 
in a quite appreciable degree to the bald fact that nowadays, more 
than ever heretofore, the player who refuses to play fair is quite 
likely to be put out of the game long before the ninth inning. 


All this may sound to some of you like preaching, lecturing, or 
—if your dictionary will stand for the word—platitudinizing. But, 
all the same, it is nothing of the sort. It is simply one way of 
stating certain facts adduced from a vast mass of experimentation. 
One outstanding fact is that since the beginning of the twentieth 
century, notwithstanding the recent riot of hogging the game by 
some men in some lines, business as a general proposition has made 
wide strides toward fairness and squareness and is going ahead 
still in that desirable direction. 


And so, as we begin getting the joy of June, let us get the money 
if we can get it fairly, and be kind in any 2vent.

Smith of New York did what he was expect- 
ed to do when he signed the repeal of the State’s 
prohibition enforcement law, and he has explained 
his action if a message of clarity and force which 
also meets expectation. | 

The outstanding points of his message are: 

1. Denial that thé Eighteenth Amendment, or 
Volstead act, or the United States Supreme Court 
decision placew any obligation upon any state to 
adopt into the state law the provisions of the Vol- 
stead act. ' 

2. The repeal does away with the possibility of 
double jeopardy for violation of laws enforcing the 
Such liability to double 
punishment, the Governor truly says, “is an unwar- 
ranted and indefensible exception to tHe funda- 
mental constitutional guarantee contained in both 
Federal and State Constitutions.” 

3. Directly answering President Harding’s un- 
wise and officious letter in which he insisted that, 
because’ of the Federal Government’s inadequate 
enforcement_machinery, the states were in duty 
bound to pass duplicate laws and provide additional 
enforcement agencies, the Governor says he does 
not know the source of the President’s authority 
for such construction. And waiving the wisdom 
or unwisdom of prohibition in these premises, the 
message correctly says that “the question is rather 
whether all vestige of the rights of the states, 
guaranteed by the Federal Constitution, is to be 
driven from our political theory of government.” 
That, indeed, is the very heart of the question, and | 
the Governor has given the President something | 
seriously to ponder.

One ef the most common of all 
the causes for hardness of hearing 
is tmpaction of the ear wax. 

To remove the wax, prepafe a so- 
lution of good soap in hot water. 
Use a syringe with very little forces, 
and, if % is a fountain syringe, do 
not raise it much above the level 
of your ear.

If ne force ise used you can run 
into and out of the ear an enormous 
quantity of water, a gallon if need 
be, witheut doing any harm. 

If the wax has become very hard, 
drop im five or six dreps ef min- 
eral or sweet oil and let it remain 
a couple of days before using the 
water. This will soften the mass 
and permit of its removal with the 
syringe. 

Remember, it ts harmful te use 
force or cold water. Either will 
cause pain, perhaps fafnting, and 
sometimes inflammation. 

If you go to an ear specialist he 
will use instruments skilfully and 
more quickly get the mass out, but 
the water will accomplish your pur- 
pose if enough is used.
